ing was one of the largest ev er held 
by the board of that educational in­ 
stitution. 
At the morning session action was 
taken which means a new period of 
adv ancement and progress for Moores 
Hill. 
Bishop A. B. Anderson, of Cin­ 
cinnati, an d Ur. Thomas Nicholson, 
of New York, secretary of the board 
of 
education 
of 
the 
Methodist 
church, were present and outlined the 
plan which, in their opinion, should 
be followed. 
The plan called for the 
practical reorganization of Moores 
Hill College under the conditions laid 
down by the Univ ersity Senate of the 
M. K. church. 
A 
committee com ­ 
posed of the Itev s. George 11. M ur­ 
phy , of Moores 11 ill, an d K. C. E d­ 
wards, of 
Ev ansv ille, 
and 
C. M. 
Bowers of Moores Hill, was appoin t­ 
ed to co-operate with the re presen ­ 
tativ es of the board of education to 
select a 
president 
and a financial 
agent for Moores Hill. 
Following the address of Bishop 
Anderson and Ur. Nicholson, in which 
they outlined their plan, U. D. H a w ­ 
kins, of Connersv ille, mov ed “ that as 
a board we approv e the general f e a ­ 
tures of the outline for the future 
work of organization at Moores Hill 
as 
presented 
by 
Dr. 
Nicholson.' 
The members unanimously approv ed 
the motion. 
It 
was 
emphatically 
stated that Moores Hill is to adv ance 
« luring the nex t few y ears and it wa" 
the general v erdict that out of this 
meeting would come a period of great 
success for the institution.

attention 
was also

feasibility of rebuild­ 
ing M oore Hall which

Military Measure is Warning That 
Dutch Government Will Resist 
Attack on Germany. 


REENFORCEMENTS SENT 
ACROSS MEXICAN LINE 


Believed That Fifth Cavalry Has Been 
Ordered Over Boundary—- to 
Strengthen Line.

two nations bristled up again today . 


Great Britain in a lengthy note r e ­ 


fused to comply with the Am erican 


demand f or the release of th irty or 


more Germans taken from the T r a n s ­ 


pacific liner China Feb. 13. 


The Germans are now held som e ­ 


where in the Orient. 


The president and his cabinet de ­ 


v oted more time to the new issue 


than to the submarine <|uestioo. 
L it­ 


tle new information on the latter s ub ­ 
ject was av ailable. 
The British decision was a s ur ­ 
prise since thus f a r during the pr e s ­ 
ent w a r England an d France hav e 
acceeded to American demands f or 
the release of prisoners seized on 
United States ships no m atter w h a t 
their nationality . 
This country has contended t h a t 
American 
ships 
art* 
substantially 
American territory and that belliger­ 
ents cannot legally board them to 
capture enemies any m ore th an they 
could inv ade the United States f or 
the same purpose. P rotests to G reat 
Britain and F rance hav e been m ade 
three times during the war. 
Great Britain alone is inv olv ed in 
the China case. 
H e r refusal to re- 
lease the prisoners comes six w eeks 
a f te r the American protest was made. 
The terms of th§ refusal are not^. 
known.

Paris, April 4.— The battle for the 
xrilla e of Vaux, a formidable obstacle 
In the crown prince’s drive against 
Verd in, east of the Meuse, is still rag 
ing furiously, but w hen the night set 
tied upon the battle field it saw the 
French victorious in a violen- countei 
attack , the first one of a large scale 
thus far attem pted and the most sue 
cessful c ounter movement undertaken 
by the defenders as re g a rd s results. 
The fighting of th e most savage 
character, which lasted all the previ­ 
ous night and throughout the day, the 
French c ounter attack gained steadily 
until at night they had recap tu red the 
western part of the village and be­ 
sides, thrown the G erm an s back to the 
northern ed re of the Paillette wood 
and to th e "~nd north of Vaux. 
All 
of these p< 
r,ms hed 
been 
firmly 
held by th*1 
rOwn p rin ce’s infantry 
troops, afte r their latest drive on this 
sector d uring the two previous days. 
This, a vital part of the two-mile gain 
m ade by the Germans, was wrested 
from them by the F ren ch in the conn 
ter attack. 
T he French war office in their com 
munique adm itted that the G erm ans 
had succeeded the previous day to the 
extent of sending their front over an 
area of this length, ad d in g that heavy 
losses were inflicted on the Teuton 
infantrV columns as they came for­ 
ward in successive waves. 
The gains 
netted by the French c o u n ter offensive 
not only reduces the G erm an extension 
considerable, but also presents a great 
m enace to the whole G erm an front in 
the 
Douaumont-Vaux 
sector, if the 
spirit 
of 
the 
dash 
shown 
by 
the 
French troops, evidently a surprise to 
the Teutons, keeps up. 
Good evidence that it will keep up 
is gained by m ilitary critics here from 
a perusal of the official com muniques 
The first sta te m e n t reported only th a t 
ground h a d been gained in the Paill­ 
ette wood and gave an outline of the 
French front in the Douaumont-Vaux 
sector. A late com m unique announced 
th e recap tu re of the w estern p art of 
the village of Vaux. which indicates 
that the c o u n ter attack gained in in­ 
tensity an d th a t the G erm an resist­ 
ance slackened considerably. 
T he report also tells about a vain 
and costly attack w’est of the Meuse, 
when G erm an infantry w as sent forth 
to engage the French on th e northern 
bank of th e Forges, a sm all stream in 
th e Haucourt ffethincourt sector.

develops from the F re n c h sta te m e n t 
that the F ren ch had secretly ev a c u a t­ 
ed 
the positions which form er the 
Germ an objective, and when the T e u ­ 
ton troops dashed fo rw ard they were 
m et by a hail of fire from the south­ 
ern bank of the riverlet to which the 
French had withdrawn.
